The cyclone struck at 5 o’clock this 
evening. - The Courthouse, in which 
Chief Justice Dale was holding court, 
was taken off its foundation. All com- 
munication with Chandler is now cut 
off. The telephone office was destroyed 
and the only information-received here 
was from a telephone connection made 


4 amile and a half out of Chandler. 


That has since been lost. 


LATER: At 1 o’clock this morning 
twenty-one dead . bodies have been 
taken from the ‘ruins at Chandler. ; 
Seventy-five to a hundred persons are 
badly injured, and a dozen or more of 
these are reported dying. In addition 
to those dead, injured and dying, it 
is believed three are at least a score or 
more of dead buried beneath the 
wrecked buildings. Several of the 
wrecked buildings have taken fire, and 
the debris is burning fiercely.- 

Many of the injured have been 
burned to death while pinned fast un- 
der the debris. In one building it is 
reported five persons were burned to 
death and at another place the in- 
.cinerated bodies of three unknown 
children have been taken cut. All the 
physicians of the town save one, met 
death in’ the storm. Nearly all the 
physicians of Guthrie have gone to the 
scene of the disaster.

Thousand of men line the embankments 
north and south of Greenville, working 
like demons. All business is suspended 
and people are fighting for their lives. 

Greenville lies in the center of a 
crescent, surrounded on two sides by 
the river, and is twelve feet below the 
level of the embankments. Should the 
ridge give way here the loss of life 
and property will rival the Johnstown 
disaster. Men along the levees are ex~ 
hausted by the long vigil. Many have 
not tasted food for twenty-four hours, 
and sleep is almost unknown. 

SANK IN THE FLOOD. 

MEMPHIS (Tenn.,) March 30,—Steam 
tug’ El Rio Rey, chartered by the 
St. Louis Republic as a flood relief 
boat, sank in forty feet of water in 


front of Memphis, this morning, No 
lives were lost.

MEMPHIS, March 30.—A dispatch to 
a cotton firm from Capt. Markcheek of 
the steamer Kate Adams _ reports & 
break in the levee on the: Arkansas 
side at Laconia Circle, seventeen miles 
below Memphis. 

THE LATEST REVIEW. 

MEMPHIS (Tenn.,) March 30.—There 
are now three breaks in the levees that 
protect the Mississippi delta from the 
waters of the river. One is seven miles 
below Greenville Miss., at Wayside, 
which is 1200 feet wide; one forty miles 
north of Greenville, at the head of the 
delta, which is 1000 feet wide, and be- 
coming deeper and longer as the water 
rushes through it. The third occurred 
at an early hour this morning, seven 


‘miles north of a point opposite Arkan- 


sas City, and at last reports a stream 
as wide as the Hudson was tearing 


through it and covering the country 


for miles in the interior. 

The river from the north to the south 
break is like a mighty crescent, with 
Greenville, Gunnison and many other 


small towns between the are and its 


chord, which is the Riverside division 


of the Yazoo and MissisSippi Valley 


Railroad. The water from the upper 
or Perthshire crevasse has already cut 
through the railroad and is tearing 
through the plantations to the south. 
At the middle crevasse the. floods from 
the north have already joined forces 
with these waters and together they 
are inundating the country sothward. 
The upper waters will reach the lower 
crevasse tonight, and the united wa- 
ter from the three floodgates will, with 
hourly-increasing force and volume, 
rush over the country and finally be 
thrown into the main river at the mouth 
of the Yazoo, a few miles north of 
Vicksburg. 

Probably ten thousand people are 
working with a desperation born of 
despair to save their homes and prop- 
erty The whole machinery of the 
State and the Illinois Central Railroad 
is being brought into play. It is re- 
ported tonight that the levee in front 
of Laconia Circle, Ark., has been 
broken. If this should prove to be 
true, and most likely it is correct, 150,- 
000 acres of fertile cotton land will be 
flooded by morning. At Helena, a rise 
of but two-tenths of a foot in the 
twenty-four hours ending today is re- 
corded. At Arkansas City, instead of 
a considerable rise, a fall of two-tenths 
of a foot is indicated. 

The river is stationary at Memphis 
tonight, the gauge indicating 36.2 feet.

-It is difficult to see how war between 
Greece and Turkey can be avoided. It 
is rumored in diplomatic circles here 
that King George sent a message to the 
Czar saying it was impossible for 
Greece to yield to the powers regard- 
ing Crete, and it is equally impossible 
to recall Greek troops from Thessaly, 
in view of the excited condition of the 
public mind. It is believed that even 
the annexation of Crete would fail to 
satisfy the Greeks, who are so imbued 
with the war fever that nothing short 
of severe blood-letting will cure them. 

As to the Cretan situation proper, it 
is understood that the admirals in 
command of the foreign fleets in Cretan 
waters are of the opinion that, now that 
Greece has virtually completed her war 
preparations on the frontier of Thes- 
saly, a blockade of the principal Greek 
ports would be useless, thus bearing 
out the forecasts previously made in 
these dispatches, that the refusal of 
Great Britain to take active part in the 
blockade of Greece might lead to the 
collapse of that scheme to prevent an 
outbreak of hostilities. Under these 
circumstances all the efforts of the am- 
bassadors of the powers here are now 
being directed toward prevailing upon 
the Turkish government to advise the 
Sultan to withdraw the Turkish troops 
from Crete, as another sop to Greece, 
and as another attempt to prevent war; 
and, in addition, the ambasasdors are 
endeavoring to prevail upon Greece and 
Turkey to agree to the establishment 
of a neutral zone between the opposing 
Turks and Greeks on the frontiers. The 
ambassadors have made strong repre- 
sentations to the Porte in favor of per- 
mitting the immediate departure of 
those of the Mussulmans in Crete who 
have expressed a desire to emigrate, 
and this will probably be a good time, 
but as to the withdrawal of Turkish 
troops, the Sultan has not yet shows 
any disposition to submit to that de- 
mand, 

The Austrian government, upon the 
representations of the Porte, has pro- 
hibited the exportation from Trieste of 
seven millions of cartridges, which 
were in course of shipment to Greece: 
The representatives of Greece have 
protested against this action upon the 
part of the Austrian government, claim- 
ing it is illegal and arbitrary, as no 
state of war exists. It is not likely 
that the protest will hpve any effect. 
The work of preparing for the de- 
fense of Salonica is now said to have 
been completed, and all danger of an 
attack upon this Turkish base of sup- 
plies is believed to have passed. 

The Greeks, it is further believed, 
greatly underestimate the strength of 
the Turkish forces in Macedona and 
Eprus. Edhem Pasha, the Turkish 
commander-in-chief, now has at his 
disposal about one hundred and fifty 
thousand fighting men and three hun- 
dred Krupp guns. He also has an am- 
ple supply of ammunition, a fair com- 
missary, and his medical] staff and hos- 
pital corps are in satisfactory condi- 
tion. All the strategic points on the 
frontier are occupied, defended by 
newly-thrown up earthworks and 
other defenses and are supplied with 
powerful batteries of artillery. To at- 
tack this line of defense, it is under- 
stood the Greeks cannot muster more 
than 60,000 men, mostly irregular, al- 
though some estimates have it here 
that the Greeks may be able to mus- 
ter 80,000 men in all, counting the 
hastily-armed peasantry and the raw 
recruits and rough reserves, which 
they have been pushing toward the 
frontier for a month past. 

This force is known to be weak in 
cavalry and especially so in artillery, 
in which arms the Turks are over- 
whelmingly strong. It is true that the 
Greeks are animated with a warlike 
spirit and a degreer of enthusasm 
rarely before witnessed, but warlike 
enthusiasm cannot. prevail against 
big battalions and heavy and numerous 
batteries of artillery. Thus it is that 
the Turkish officials are calmly await- 
ing the outbreak of war, if ’war is to 
come, confident that every step possible 
has been taken to meet the emergency.

When, however, the United Press de- 
clared its inability to carry out its obli- 
gations, the members of the State Press 
deemed it advisable to hold a meeting, 
with the result that a dissolution was 
decided upon. Today, twenty-three of 
the members of the association com- 
pleted the details of membership con- 
tracts with the Associated Press and 
contracts with others will be consum- 
mated as rapidly as the clerical de- 
tails can be arranged. The news serv- 
ice of the Associated Press of these 
papers will begin within a few days.

“TO MAKE POOLING LAWFUL. 


Senator Foraker Introduces a Bill 
“tn the Interest of Railroads. 
[BY ASSOCIATED TRESS WIRE.) 
WASHINGTON, March 30.—Senator 
Foraker of Ohio today introduced a 
It is practically a repro- 
duction of the Patterson Bill introduced 
in the last, Congress. It is intended to 
meet the objections to pooling which 
Were raised by the Supreme Court of 
the United States in its decision re- 
cently rendered in the Transmissouri 
Freight Association case. The docu- 
ment is quite voluminous, covering 
over thirty printed pages. The first 
section amends the Interstate Com- 
merce Act so as to render it lawful for 
railroad associations to enter into pools 

under the following conditions: 

Every contract,. agreement or ar- 
rangement shall be in writing and filed 
with a commission created by this act, 
and shall become lawful and forcible 
between the parties thereto at the ex- 
piration of twenty days from the filing 
thereof, unless the commission shall in 
the mean time pursue such investiga- 
tion and consideration as it may deem 
proper to make an order disapproving 
of the same, and it shall be the duty of 
the commission to make such order of 
disapproval whenever, upon such inves- 
tigation and considtration, it shall.-be 
of the opinion that the “operation of 
any such contract by reason of its pro- 
visions or for want of necessary re- 
strictions and limitations would result 
in unreasonable rates, unjust discrimi- 
nation, insufficient service to the public 
or otherwise contravene any of the pro- 
visions of-this act.’ 

It is also made the duty of the com- 
mission to observe the workings of 
such contracts or agreements as affect 
the transportation business of the coun- 
try, and to investigate all complaints 
relating to rates or facilities afforded by 
pooling associations, and whenever the 
commission, after due notice, shall find 
that any such rates, facilities or the 
practice are excessive or unreasonable 
or any unjust, discrimination between 
individuals, localities or articles of traf- 
fic, or are otherwise in contravention of 
any of the provisions of this act, the 
commission shall issue an order requir- 
ing such ratés, charges, etc., maintained 
by either under such contract. to be ex- 
‘changed,- modified or corrected. — 
“The authority of the commission goes 
to the extent of allowing it to disap- 
prove of the contract itself and requir- 
ing it to be terminated at any time to 
be mentioned, which time it is provided 
shall not be less than thirty days. The 
effect of this order, it is specifically 
stated, would render the contract un- 
lawful and non-enforcible, but 
provided that the orders and findings of 
the commission in such cases shall be 
subject to review by the United States 
Circuit courts upon petition. The bill 
further provides that in such cases the 
courts shall act speedily in determining 
questions of this character, and that it 
shall make such ordér or decree as 
may be just and equitable in determin- 
ing whether the contract shall be en- 
forcible, notwithstanding the disap- 
proval by the commission. 

A further appeal is allowed by any of 
the parties to the Supreme Court of the 
United States. 


NEW DUTIES FORTHWITH. 


& 
The Ways and Méans Committeé De- 
 @ides on Action. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

WASHINGTON, March’ 30.—Chairman Ding- 
ley and his. colleagues of the Ways’ and 
Means Committee will attempt to have the 
duties imposed by the new tariff bill go into 
effect before the bill becomes a law. This 
novel and much-discussed policy was def- 
initely resolved upon at a meeting of the 
Republican members of the committee held 
tonight. The sub-committee, consisting of 
Representatives Grosvenor of Ohio, Tawney 
of Minnesota and Dalzeil of Pennsylvania, 
which was authorized to report upon the 
proposition, presented an,amendment which 
they had written, and their colleagues in- 
structed Mr. Grosvenor to offer the amend- 
ment tomorrow in the House. There is no 
doubt that it will be adopted by a party 


vote. 

The substance of the amendment follows: 
That the duties imposed by the bill shall 
be enforced and collected on all goods im- 
ported subsequent to April 15 and prior to 
the passage of the act, not purchased or in 
transit prior to April 1. It creates a lien 
upon the goods thus imported for the amount 
of the dutes imposed, and also makes the 
importer and the person in whose possession 
the goods may be found, not a retail mer- 
chant or a carrier, liable for the amount of 
the duties or for the excess imposed by the 
bill above the amounts such articles may 
have paid. It also requires customs officers 
to retain samples of imported goods, to the 
end that the evidence of identification may 
be preserved. It provides for bringing suits 
to recover the duties, both against importers 
and wholesale merchants, and gives to cir- 


cuit courts of the United States full and 


complete jurisdiction to hear and determine 
such actinons and to enforce the judgments. 

The members of the sub-committee had in- 
vestigated the questiom of the constitutional- 
ity and validity of the proposition personally, 
and had secured the opinions of able law- 
yers, among them the Attorney-General of 
When they presented their colleagues 
the authorities on which they propose to sus- 
tain the amendment there was no dissent 
from their views. 

Letters have poured in upon Mr. Dingley 
and his colleagues this week from importers 
asking what was proposed to be done in the 
matter. If importers can place their ofders 
and get goods through the custom-houses be- 
fore April 15 the amendment will not affect 
them, but they will be obliged to take their 
chances in such attempts. While there is 
much doubt expressed by members of Con- 
gress as to the validity of the proposed 
amendment and as to its acceptance by the 
Senate, it will doubtless have the effect of 
discouraging importations while the bill is 
pending before the Senate. 

The chief thing on which the committee re- 
lies to sustain its action is a decision of: the 
Supreme Court growing out of the Wilson 
Act. That act did not become a law until 
August 28, 1894, although the bill stated that 
the duties therein imposed should be levied 
on and after August 1. It was before Con- 
gress nearly a month after the time fixed 
for its heginning, and as the House accepted 
the Senate amendments without sending the 
bill to a conference between the two houses, 
the intention of the leaders to change the 
date of its inforcement in a conference could 
not be carried out. The Supreme Court de- 
cided, in effect, however, as its opinion is in- 
terpreted by the Ways and Means Committee, 
that the rates of the act became operative on 
the date declared by the act, although that 
ag was twenty-eight days before it became 
aw. 

There are also decisions by State courts in 
cases involving taxation which the committee 
will quote as authorities.

THE COMBINE ON LIMAS IS IN 
DESPAIR.

Ten Per Cent. of the Producers Did 
not Join the Trust and Thus — 
Broke Its Back. 


DEEP cur MADE IN PRICES. 


THE MANIPULATORS EXPECT TO 
‘LIMIT THE ACREAGE,

Farmers are Expected to Play Foxy 
and Plant More Than Ever—The 
Spot Market is Unsettled in 

Consequence. 


[BY THE TIMES’ SPECIAL WIRE.] 

NEW YORK, March 30.—[Special 
Dispatch.] The Journal of Commerce 
says the principal topic among the 
handlers of California goods is the 
deep cut that has been made in the 
prices of Lima beans for both prompt 
and forward delivery. When the Lima 


Bean Association, or, as it is generally} 


called, the Lima Bean Trust, was 
formed, with all the influence of a 
powerful Pacific Coast concern behind 
it, the impression generally prevailed 
that this organization would win the 
day. About 10 per cent. of the pro- 
ducers declined to come into the com- 
bine, and it is due to their offerings 
that the market has not advanced to 
the extent that was hoped for by those 
in the combination. 

These outside holders, who control 
about 10 per cent. of the stock result- 
ing from the last crop, evidéntly be- 
lieve the combination will not be suc- 
cessful in the end. The trust proposes 
to limit the acreage in Limas during 
the coming year, but outsiders are con- 
fident the farmers will plant more than 
ever, encouraged by the belief that each | 
individual who is supposed to be con- 
trolled by -the trust will reduce his 
acreage to conform to the ideas as to 
the requisite supply given out by the 
combination. 

Pending the arrival of the report 
concerning the amount of the coming 
crop, the spot market is unsettled and. 
shows a decided decline as compared 

with quotations of two weeks ago. 
Sales’ of spot have been made at $1.27%% 
per bushel, and it is intimated that 
some business has been done ,with rep- 
resentatives of the trust at $1.25. Out- 
side holders are soliciting bids of $1.20, 
and claim not to be able to fill orders 
at that price.

_ “What is to be the fate of the County 

Government Bill?” was asked of the 

Governor, after his arrival here. 

“T cannot tell you about that at pres- 

ent,” he replied. ‘I have not finally de- 

cided on it. There are a great many 

things to be said in favor of it, and 

some against it.” 

“Have you discovered any more ‘bugs’ 

in bills?” 


~~ """Yes, and a big one; that is, an im- 


portant one. It depénds on the differ- 
ence between the words ‘to’ and ‘by,’ a 
difference that changes the entire 
meaning of a law.” 
The Governor added that he thought 
the mistake crept in accidentally. It 
is in the bill concerning the assessment 
of railroads under lease. It was pro- 
posed to relieve the lessor of some of 
the tax, the portion thus taken off the 
lessor’s assessment to be added to the 
lessee’s. But there is either an ellipsis 
of several words or the word “by” 
should be changed to “‘to” in order to 
accomplish the desired object. As the 
bill reads, it would throw all tax of a 
leased road on the lessor.

JAPANESE RIOT ON MAUI. 


An Interpreter Murdered — White 


Forees Control the Situation,

SAN~ FRANCISCO, March 30.—The 
schooner Transit, just arrived, from 
Honolulu, brings the news of a riot 
among the Japanese coolies employed 
on the sugar plantations on the island 


of Maui on the 13th inst. Three hun-: 
dred of the little brown men stoned [ 
one of their number to death, and aft- 


erward beat his body to a pulp with 
clubs. The murdered man was an in- 
terpreter named Kawata. He was ac- 
cuséd of wrong-doing in regard to 


~, money intrusted to him. A number of 


“white men tried to preserve order and 
‘pave Kawata’s life, but they were too 
few to cope with the crowd and were 
Rrra ant to flee to save their own 
‘lives. 

As soon as the news of the murder 
reached Wailulu, Sheriffs Scott and 
Dow, with a number of armed deputies, 
visited the plantation, and though 
many wild threats were made by the 
Japanese, four of the ringleaders were 
arrested and taken to the jail at 
Wailulu. The coolies.. planned an as-

Sault on the jail, but before the mob 
reached it, the sheriffs were notified 
and they called upon the Citizens’ 
Guard for assistance. The guard and 
& number of armed volunteers turned 
out to protéct the jail. 

The Japanese were ordered to return 
to their plantation immediately with 
the alternative of being fired upon 
within five minutes. They slowly dis- 
persed and went back to their huts, 
but it is believed that had not the 
strong stand been made the wild band 
of coolies would have destroyed the 
jail and overrun the northern part of 
Maui as far south as Kahului.

A Palace of Silver. 

{Chicago Times-Herald.] Edward 
Rosewater, chief of the Bureau of Pub- 
licity and Promotion of the Transmis- 
sissippi Exposition, to be held in Omaha 
from June to November, 1898, acting for 
the exposition directors, yesterday ap- 
proved and accepted the plans of Ar- 
chitect S. S. Beman of Chicago for a 
silver palace. This palace is to be the 
most imposing feature of the exndsi- 
tion, and the central figure in a portion 
of the grounds to be called El Dorado. 

The building is to be 400 square feet, 
surmounted with mammoth ornamental 
towers, and the entire structure will 
be covered with rolled silver, which will 
reflect the dazzling glories and the ris- 
ing and setting sun The. silver to be 
used in its external covering will be 
contributed by the miners of the great 
West. Over three hundred thousand 
square feet of external surface will be 
overed by the precious metal. 

It will be arranged in the form of a 
square, with open arcades and loggias 
at each story, similar to the Venetian 
palace. The corners will be adorned 
with octagonal towers, terminating 
with spires and pinnacles covered with 
the shining metal. rs 

The crowning story of the palace wil] 
be the central lantern, or spire, which 
is octagonal in form, 250 feet high and 
100 fet in circumference. The roof of 
the lantern will be of glass. Wide 
avenues will traverse the ground floor, 
at the intersection of which elevators 
will ascend to the roof. The interior of 
the building will be devoted to a perfect 
and practical exemplification of the 
uses of silver, from the mine to its most 
intricate and artistic adaptation to the 
beautiful in art and the indestructible 
in science. 
The contributions of silver will be 
in the nature of a loan, and when the 
exposition is over the building will be 
burned and the silver returned to the 
original owners. 

Already the public-spirited citizens 
who are managing the exposition have 
secured subscriptions to the amount of 
$400,000. Congress will be asked to ap- 
propriate half a million dollars for the 
erection of a building for government 
exhibits and for the transportation and 
proper arangement of the great fair.

The last break is situated so 
that the water flowing through it, ad- 
ded to that of the Perthshire crevasse, 
will inundate an immense territory, and 
will soon stop the trains on both the 
Yazoo and Mississippi Valley line and 
also on the Southern. The heroic ef- 
forts of the people of the delta have 
not been able to prevent one of thé 
most disastrous overflows in the history 
of this great delta. That much is now

The Mississippi in Some Parts. 
Higher Than Ever Before. 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

WASHINGTON, March 30. — The 
Weather Bureau today issued the fol- 
lowing special river bulletin: 

“During the past twenty-four hours 
the Ohio, Cumberland, Tennessee and 
Arkansas rivers have fallen slowly, and 
the Red River has risen. The central 
St. Francis River has risen two feet 
since Saturday and is still rising rap- 
idly. The Upper Mississippi from St. 
Paul to Dubuque has risen slightly 
and is above the danger line at La- 
crosse. ‘The Mississippi has fallen 
slightly from Keokuk to Cairo, and 
risen from Helena to New Orleans, ex- 
cept a slight fall at Arkansas City, due 
to a crevasse near that place. It is 
above the danger-line from Cairo to 
New Orleans, and from Memphis to 
Arkansas City is above the extreme 
high water of any previous years. 

“During the past forty-eight hours 
the foNowing average rainfall in inches 
has occurred in the respective river 
basins: Red, 2.0; Arkansas, 0.5; Cum- 
berland and Tennessee, 0.6; Central and 
Lower Mississippi, 0.2. From _Daven- 
port to St. Louls no flooding has oc- 
curred except on islands and low- 
lands where ample warning was given 
by the bureau last week. In no case 
has the water reached the tops of 
levees in this district, nor is it likely 
to from the water now in sight. 

“Serious breaks in the levees have 
ocourred within the past forty-eight 
hours at Australia, Stop Landing and 
Wayside, Miss. The water from these

SENSIBLE REASONS FOR THE

She Shows That the Language Used 
in Her Famous Expose Was Justi- 
fi by the Character and 

onduct of the Plaintiff. 


“At the opening of the morning ses- 
sion of the trial of the Holmes libel suit 
yesterday, Eliakin Van Auken took the 
Stand and testified that he had been 
one of the chosen disciples who sat in 
the “Surkel” over four days and nights 
waiting for power to descend upon 
them from on high. He first began to 
pin his faith to Miss Holmes, he said, 
when he saw the wonderful things she 
did. He retold the felon story and ad- 
ded that he had been deeply-impressed 
by the miraculous performances of the 
medium when she was’ under control. 
“The accurate inside knowledge of 
things which I believed nobody save 
myself knew anything about,” said the 
witness, ‘‘forced me to believe that the 
woman was possessed of some power 
very closely allied to the supernatural. 
I got out from under the influence of 
Miss Holmes about the time of the 
death of her sister. Since then I have 
been converted to the religion of Jesus 
Chri8t.”’ 

Van Auken proceeded to explain some 
of the occurrences which had brought 
about his revolt against the woman’s 
tyrannical exercise of authority. His 
young son had been more or less diso- 
bedient and Miss Holmes had repre- 
sented to the father that the lad’s ‘“‘con- 
trol” had taken possession of her long 
enough to suggest ways and means for 
his correction. She interpreted these 
spiritual suggestions as a command to 
Van Auken not to allow his son to go 
outside of the yard; to deny him all 
privileges for a term of six months, and 
to give him a course of dish-washing as 
a lesson in humility. She asked the 
father if he intended to enforce these 
commands and when he returned an 
emphatic ‘‘No,” she threw her hands up 
in a gesture of horrified surprise and 
said: ‘“‘Then me go,” the’parting shot 
from the boy’s “control’’ when he saw 


in vain. 

Miss Muriel Irwin, the Times reporter 
who, with the assistance of Detective 
Dodd, made the investigations at Bel- 
mont Hall, and who wrote the article 
upon which the suit is based, was the 
next witness sworn. Replying to the 
questions of Attorney Gage she. said 
that she had writtén the réport of the 
doings of the controllers, and that she 
knew, of her own knowledge, that 
nearly all of the printed allegations 
were true. As to the few remaining 
statements, she had been perfectly sat- 
tion obtained from unquestionable 
sources. 

Miss Irwin stated that she had re- 
sided at Belmont Hall for five days, 
during which time she pursued her in- 
vestigations. She had been introduced 
by Dodd as a friend of his, though un- 
der her own name, suppressing only the 
fact that she was a reporter.

Among the matters thus brought 
forth concerning the article and the 
foundation for the allegations made in 
it, the question of the doctrines taught 
by Josephine Holmes occupied a prom- 
inent place. By direction of Mr. Gage, 
the witness read from the article upon 
which the present suit is based the fol-

explanations shé threw many a side 
light upon the dark ways and uncanny 
exhibitions of the controller clan, Which 
had a tendency to create wonder at 
the mildness of the published criticism. 

Installed as a lodger at Belmont 
Hall, the. intrepid young woman be- 
gan her investigations without delay. 
Manifesting a lively interest, which, 
indeed, she felt, in the creeds and doc- 
'trines there promulgated, ‘she had 
little difficulty in finding a way to 
the good graces of the leader’ of the 
clique. | 

On Sundays and Thursdays, even- 
ing meetings were held in the audito- 
rium of the old hall. These were at- 
tended by all the dwellers at the house, 
their number being augmented usually 
by members of the flock who reside on 
the outside. Miss Holmes was at all 
times the ruling spirit. On the oc- 
casion of these gatherings, however, 
she had an assistant in the person of 
Mrs. Alexander Russell, who did the 
talking for her.

“There,” continued the witness, “was 
where I got the words used both in the 
headlines and in the body of the article. 
It was a favorite expression with Miss 
Holmes.”’ 

Miss Irwin then testified that after 
this stormy scene the company re- 
peated the “Lord’s Prayer,’ and the 
meeting broke up. There was no emo- 
tion, no expression. They all acted as 
though they were in a sort of dream. 
Miss Holmes took young Taylor’s arm 
and left the room. At this meeting 
Mrs. Russell wore a gay-flowered silk 
dress, with wide lace ruffles and a 
number of ornaments, her appearance 
being much more striking than in the 
dark street dress she wore in court. 
Young Taylor was @ languid sort of 
boy, and seemed stupid and ill. Miss 
Irwin stated that she had been in- 
formed by some of the inmates of the 
place that Miss Holmes had a very 
great affection for this young fellow, 
claiming that he needed her care more 


than any of them. Almost every time. 


she went to her room for the night; she 


“had him with her, and they also made 


their appearance together in the morn- 
ing. During the day Miss Holmes was 
seldom seen without the young man at 
her elbow. 

“During my stay at.the place, Miss 
Holmes wore but one dress,’ continued 
the witness. “It was a loose, blood- 
red flannel wrapper which accentuated 
the paleness of her face and emphasized 
the peculiar tawny shade of her hair. 
The dull light color of the last was 
not unlike the shades seen in the fur 
of a light yellow cat. That, and the 
strange serpentine contortions I had 
witnessed gave me the idea of the com- 
bination of a rattlesnake and a tor- 
toise-shell cat, which I used simply as 
the most graphic description that oc- 
curred to me.” 

Miss Irwin stated in answer to a 
question propounded by Mr. Grace that 
Misss Holmes’s’ appearance at the 
Hall was’ entirely different from that 
she made in court. So marked was the 
change that she was hardly recogniz- 
able as the same person. There she 
was slovenly and careless. She always 
preached that it was a sin to be care- 
ful as to personal attire and adorn- 
ment, as such vanities argued a worldly 
mind. 

Noting the drowsiness of the chil- 
dren gathered at the meeting described 
and inquiring the cause, the witness 
had been informed by one of the in- 
mates of the hall that Miss Holmes al- 
ways “threw. stuff’ on them. By 
“stuff’’ she had explained that he 
meant magnetism. . 

“Explaining the nature of the great 
powers which she claimed to possess,”’ 
the witness went on, ‘“‘Miss Holmes told 
me that she was not only able to read 
thoughts, but that she was thoroughly 
acquainted with the nature of the sug- 


| gestions from which they were formed. 


She said she could read all my thoughts 
and could even go further and see and 
understand the influence which led 
me to think them.” 

It had happened one evening that 
Miss Holmes and Mrs. Russell were 
discussing, in the presence of the wit- 
nesss, the possibility of the presence 
of visiting investigators under the 
roof, which was supposed to cover none 
but the faithful. Both had ridiculed 
the tdea of such intrusion, asserting 
that no reporter or detective could 
possibly enter the place, as it was too 
well guarded against all but visitors 
approved by Miss Holmes. 

Miss Irwin had once asked Miss 
Holmes if she had the vower to heal 
the sick. She had replied that no one 
could be ill when_el o her magnet- 
ism, and ‘that she was herself exempt 
from all fleshly ills. Being an angel of 
pure light she was above sin, sickness, 
anger, sorrow and all troubles to which 
mankind is heir, and she had power to 
shed general beatitude on obedient and 
trustful souls. 

The events that transpired during the |

latter portion of the witnéss’s stay at 
Belmont Hall were then taken up, not- 
ably a midnight call made upon Miss 
Irwin by both Mrs. Wheeler and Miss 
Holmes .on the last night of her so- 
journ in the abode of the elect. This 
was the time that a definite attempt 
to hypnotize the witness had been made 
by Miss Holmes. 

Explaining the course of these noc- 
turnal visitations, Miss Irwin described 
the second and last of the meetings she 
attended in the hall. The arrangement 
of the furniture had been changed so 
that those who addressed, the company 
occupied a raised platform at the end 
of the room. The reporter had been 
uncertain as to the nature of the in- 
fluences under which the speaker, Mrs. 
Russell, made her adtiresses, and de- 
cided to test the matter at this meet- 
ing. The opportunity came when, dur- 
ing a period of silence, she saw Mrs. 
Russell looking straight down at her 
from the stage. She returned the stare 
with interest, determining to obstruct 
the hypnotic process if possible. They 
gazed at each other for a long time, 
when, to the amazement of Miss Irwin, 
Mrs. Russell showed signs of confusion 
and distress, and faltered as she arose 


and attempted to speak. She was able | 


only to stammer out a few broken sen- 
tences, when she sank back into her 
chair, seemingly much discomfited. 
Miss Holmes immediately rushed to the 
front and declared there were devils 
vresent. She then whispered some- 
thing to Mrs. Russell, who turned, 
looked at Miss Irwin, shook her head 
and remained silent. 

The meeting broke up in great con- 
fusion after this manifestation of the 
power of evil. Miss Holmes clutched 
young Taylor and wrapped the shawl 
she wore tightly around them both as 
they huddled together on a sofa at the 
back of the stage. 

The people gathered into groups, 
talking excitedly of the unknown 
cause of alarm.

You may take both my 
hands if you wish,” replied Miss Ir- 
win, holding out her hands. Miss

began .the old familiar tactics, fix- 
ing her glittering eyes steadily upon 
her opponent, and swaying her head 
back and forth as she endeavored to 
Subdue the rebellious spirit which had 
so successfully withstood the earlier 
attack.

She 
wished the young lady to remain at 
the hall and take private instructions, 
assuring her that if she proved an apt 
pupil under her teachings she would 
“get a streamer of her own.” 

When the reporter was ‘about to 
leave, having completed her investiga- 
tion, she tendered Thorwald Holmes $5 
in payment of her room rent and asked 
for a receipt. Miss Holmes was ap- 
pealed to regarding the propriety of 
this formality. She sent .for the wit- 
ness and said: “I will not\give you a 
receipt. Who are you?. Where did 

These inquiries were evaded by the 
witness, who left the room after some 
verbal fencing with the tutelar genius, 
and a few moments after left Belmont 
Hall. | 
_ The methods of life in the community 
were then gone into somewhat exten- 
sively by the lawyers. Some of the 
work of washing dishes and waiting 
upon the table at the hall, Miss Irwin 
explained, was done by Dalton Wheeler. 
Both he and Mrs. Wheeler were at all 
times completely under the control of 
Miss Holmes. 

Mr. Watson, an inmate of the hall, 
once told the reporter that Miss Holmes 
had informed him that she had visited 
all the spheres in the universe. Once 
she had sojourned for a time in a far- 
away world, inhabited only by the 
proud and the angry. The populace, 
she said, did nothing but ‘‘cuss and cuss 
and cuss.” 

Watson, who was an abject slave of 
the Holmes woman, never tired of tell- 
ing of the wonders performed by her. 
Walking out with Watson one morn- 
ing, Miss Irwin, after listening for a 
long time to his descriptions of these 
wonderful performances, turned upon 
him and administered the following 
shock to ‘his sensitive nature:

Wat- 
son begged the reporter not to return 
to the hall and face the great mind- 
reader. To show that she had no fear, 
however, Miss Irwin walked back, pre- 
sented the awful personage with a bou- 
quet of flowers, and was greeted smil- 
ingly, Miss Holmes never giving the 
slightest sign that she suspected the 
presence of an unbeliever in the house. 

At the close of her direct examination 
Miss Irwin stated that Miss Holmes is

‘‘crookedness” because she believed the 
practice of so-called hypnotism, unlaw- 
ful in some countries, to be one of the 
worst forms of crookedness. The oft- 
repeated claim plaintiff made that she 
was an angel, the witness also figured, 
might be properly, described by the term

“crooked.” The deceiving of the credu- 
lous into the belief that she was a sort 
of seven-league booted planet-trotter, 
witness thought to be a little out of 
the straight and narrow path of hon- | 
estv. 

Explaining why she had written the 
word “blasphemous” in designation of 
some of the plaintiff’s actions, Miss Ir- 
win reminded the court and jury of 
Miss H es’s claim to being the equal 
of Jesu hrist in power, and wound up 
by declaring that she hadn’t a doubt as 
to the justness of all her descriptions 
of plaintiff's character and actions. 

At the conclusion of the examination 
of this witness, Senator White an- 
nounced that he believed the defense 
would introduce no more evidence, and 
as the usual hour for adjournment had 
arrived, the day’s proceedings were 
closed. The case will be resumed this 
morning. 


MASONIC HONORS 


PAID BY SCOTTISH RITE MASONS 
TO THE DEAD EX-MAYOR, 
Solemn and Impressive Burial Serv- 
ice at Their Cathedral—Arrange- 
ments for the Funeral—Resolu- 
tions of Respect. 


Ex-Mayor Frank Rader was one of the few 
men in California who had attained the pin- 
naele of Masonic honors, the thirty-third de- 
éree, and it was fitting that the ceremonies 
attendant upon his departure should be per- 
formed at the hour of ‘‘high twelve,’’ in the 
chamber where he had so ably presided and 
so heartily entered into the spirit of the work 
he had to do. 

The serviees began at high %2 o’clock sharp 
with the entrance of the officers and Knights 
in black with scarfs of crepe, each bearing a 
lighted candle, and arranging themselves in a 
semicircle on the west, north and south 
sides of the coffin, facing the east. To a 
trumpet blast and a few plaintive notes in an 
adjoining room, Arthur Brookman, master, 
regponded: ‘‘Dear brethren and Knights of 
the Holy House of the Temple: It hath pleased 
our Father who art in heaven to take away 
from among us the living soul of our brother, 
Frank Rader, inspector-general of the thirty- 
third degree, and to leave unto us his body, 
of which we are about to dispose according 
to our ancient Knightly custom, but we are 
first of all to hold a, judgment on the Knight 
whose ‘mortal remains lie before us.

After other responses by the master, senior 
and junior warden, the master struck three 
blows on the iron cross, the expert and as- 
sistant expert removed the coffin lid, and ex- 
posed to view the body of the deceased 
‘Knight, with his hands and_feet tied with 
cord, the temples adorned with a chaplet of 
laurel, on the heart a bunch of violets, and 
on the breast a cross of gold, sparkling with 
jewels. ? 

The music ceased, and after responses the 
master of ceremonies took the chaplet from 
the corpse, the expert removed the cross from

‘‘Nearer My God to Thee.’’ The tapers were 
all extinguished but the venerable master’s, 
all the Knights kneeling with their arms 
crossed and praying silently. The venerable 
master, striking the iron cross three *imes, 
pronounced: the benediction, and the weird 
ceremony was at an end. "

Mishaps of the Yantic Now Aground 


in Uruguary River. | 
[BY ASSOCIATED PR WIRE. ] 


NEW YORK, March 30.—The Herald’s 


aorrespondent in Montevideo, Uruguay, 
telegraphs that the United States 
cruiser Yantic ran aground today at 
Port Neuva Palmira, at the mouth of 
the Uruguay River. Tugs are at work 
attempting to pull off the cruiser. She 
is in a dangerots position. 

The Yantic is a fourth-class, old- 
fashioned wooden single-screw corvette 
of about five thousand horse-power. Her 
armament consists of five guns. 
commanded by Lieutenant-Commander 
F. P. Gilmore. 

On May 21, 1889, while engaged in 
blowing up derelicts in the Gulf stream, 
she was struck by a severe storm and 
had a very narrow escape from destruc- 
tion. She reached this city on May 25, 
having lost her masts and all but one 
of her small boats. She was transferred 
to the South Atlantic squadron. In 
May, 1894, a board of officers which in- 
spected the vessel in the harbor of 
Montevideo, condemned her. She was 
repaired and retained in the South At- 
lantic.. On March 8 last while her crew 
were engaged in gun practice, an ex- 
plosion occurred, in which .one sailor 
was killed and-one seriously injured.

Photographing in Colors Alarms the 

Treasury Departments. 

[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 
CHICAGO, March 30.—That ingenious 
Frenchman who invented the process of 
photographing in colors, which has been 
attracting the attention of scientists of 
late, has given the Treasury Depart- 
ment of the United States and the treas- 
ury departments of all other countries 
employing paper currency as part of 


their circulating medium a feeling of 


insecurity. * It is recognized by the 
watchdogs of the treasuries of the world 
that if this invention gets into the hands 
of counterfeiters, the financial system 
of every nation employing notes is 
threatened. 

A. L. Drummond, for years chief of 
the United States treasury secret serv- 
ice, said: “If this new invention can 
photograph the red seals, the check 
numbers in blue and the other colors 
employed in engraving bank notes, it 
would be in the hands of unscrupulous 
persons the most dangerous weapon 
that ever menaced the safety of the 
world’s currency. The color photog- 
raphy opens immense possibilities in 
the hands of clever men.

RAILROAD NOTES. 


Oranges Moving Rapidly—New Santa 
Fe Train Schedule. 


Oranges are moving rapidly from 
This section to the East. The average 
shipments from Southern California 
over the Santa Fé, now are from twen- 
ty-five to thirty carloads, per day. 
The entire. southern -portion. of. the 
State is sharing in the movement. 
‘The consignments are distributed all 
over the section of the country east 
of Denver, but Chicago gets the lion’s 
share, while New York is a good sec- 
ond. Some reshipments, too, have 
been made from New York to London 
and Liverpool. Five and a half days

OIL MEN PROTEST. 

Edward North appeared on behalf of 
the oil-producers and read a long type- 
written statement. It was a review of 
the objections of the oil-producers to 
the ordinance recently adopted govern- 
ing the oil district. It set forth that the 
prohibition in the ordinan¢e of the 
working of cables across the streets was 
a severe blow to the oil-well operators 
and indirectly created a monopoly in 
many localities. It was also asserted 
that underground storage of ojl-as re- 
quired in the ordinance: would ruin 
many of the oil-producers and would 
not lessen the danger, because gas 
would be generated and explosions 
would be more difficult to guard against. 
The oil business on the whole was not 
nearly so dangerous as the general use 
of gasoline all over the city. He as- 


serted that $60,000 was put ‘into. circué” 


lation in the city every month through 
the oil industry and fully three hundred 
men were given employment. On these 
grounds Mr. North asked that the oil 
men be given another hearing. 

On motion of Councilman Baker it 
was decided to appoint another com- 
mittee of the Council to confer with the 
oil men and to report to the Council. 

TELEPHONE FRANCHISE. 

H. W. O'Melveny appeared before 
the Council for the Home Telephone 
Company. He acknowledged that his 
company had no hope of inducing the 
Council to amend its resolution as to 
the erection of poles on the business 
streets. He asked, however, that. the 
Council amend its ordinance so as to 
permit in places the stringing of wires 
across the streets. 

H. C. Dillon addressed the Council, 
purporting to represent a number of 
taxpayers, in opposition to the grant-. 
ing of any franchises at this time, be- 
cause in a few weeks the new statute 
would go into effect and a much more 
advantageous arrangement for the 
city could be effected. A royalty on 
the receipts would them accrue to the 
city after the first five years. 5 

Mr. O'Melveny answered Mr. Dillon's 
arguments briefly. He explained that 
under the Mead law it is possible for 
an irresponsible bidder to promise a 
higher per cent. of receipts than a 
sincere bidder could afford to offer. 
Councilman Toll refused to change 
his position ever so slightly and con- 
tended that. such a course would be 


utterly inconsistent. On a vote to

Owing to the arrival of the 
noon hour, a recess was taken until 2 
o’clock, when the unfinished hearing of 
the Truman-street protest was to be 
made the special order of business.

The ordinance also calls for 
the construction of a conduit system 
and describes the limits of the conduit 
district as agreed upon by the Board 
of Public Works.

The 
matter was referred to the Sewer Com- 
mittee. ' 
BOARD OF EXAMINERS. 

The following report of the Board 
of Examiners of candidates for the 
places of boiler inspectors was _ re-- 
ceived and read: 

“Your board for examining candidates 
for the positions of Chief and Deputy 
Boiler Inspector submit the following 
report: 

“Seventeen applicants presented 
themselves on the 20th jinst., the date 
advertised, and were examined on the 
subjects of boilers, elevators and the 
methods of administrating the office of 
inspector. One hundred questions were 
set on boilers, ten on elevators and 
twenty-five on administration. The 
questions were framed with a view of 
bringing out each candidate’s practical 
knowledge and general grasp of the 
subjects, the value of his judgment and 
his executive business ability.’* 

Then followed a detailed description 
of the methods used in holding the ex- 
amination, so that the identity of the 
writers of the papers should not be 
revealed until the papers were passed 
upon. In this examination J. W. Mil- 
stead stood first, C. J. Dahl second, E. 
W. Church third, and Charles M. Lit- 
tle fourth. The Board of Examiners 
then recommended Milstead for, the 
place of inspector and Little for deputy, 
because Dahl and Church had stated 
that they were applying solely for 
the first place. . The personal record 
and examination standing of the four 
coe te are also attached to the re- 
port. 

A resolution of thanks was carried, 
expressing the appreciation of the 
Council of the work done by the board 

Councilman Baker moved that the 
election of boiler inspectors be taken 
up. He then nominated J. W. Milstead 
for the first place and C. M. Little for 
deputy. Councilman Hutchison nomi- 
nated C. J. Dahl and E. W. Church. 
President Silver then left the chair and 
stated that it had been shown ' that J.. 
W. Milstéad was' not entitled to the 
place because his name was not on the 
Great’ Register. 

President Silver then nominated E. 
‘W. Church for the inspectorship and C. 
J. Dahl.for the deputyship. Council- 
man Nickell held that the engineers 
recommended, by board of examiners 
should be elected, otherwise it was 
absurd to have appointed such a 
board. 

Councilman Baker took the floor to 
explain that he had no interest in the 
appointment of the inspector, but felt 
under obligation to vote for the men 
found most capable by the examiners. 
Councilman Hutchison contended that 
the Council should live up to the reso- 
lution adopted some time ago, that the 
name of all the employés of the city 
should: figure ‘on the Great Register. 
-City Attorney Dunn stated that he 
had personal knowledge that Milstead 
was now registered in this city and 
had transferred his residence from Re- 
dondo to this city. 

After considerable debate, the roll 
call was ordered. J.-W.: Milstead re- 
ceived five votes for the first place and 
EK. W. Church the same number for the 
second place. Both were therefore de- 
clared elected, but this action was later 
reconsidered. 

The report of the Board of. Public 
| Works was read and adopted, except 
as to the application for a street-rail- 
for San Pedro street, 
Which was referred back to 
of Public Works. 

The Board of Public Works then pre- 
sented a supplementary report on 
the order of advertisement for the sale 
of the franchise for an electric power 
company, applied for by H. W. O’Mel- 
veny. This matter had been carried 
over from the morning session. The 
City Clerk was. ordered to advertise the 
sale of the franchise. ea 

PETITIONS AND MOTIONS. 

A petition was read from the Cres- 
cent Laundry Company asking to be 
allowed to connect with the zanja on 
Mesnager street by a three-inch pipe 
eand offering to.sign a contract with the 
city for one year at the rate of $25 per 
‘month for the use of the water. It 
was referred to the Zanja Committee.’ 

A number of petitions, which have al- 
ready been published, were read and 
referred to the proper committees, also 
minor motions 
work. 

The matter of the opening of Mateo 
street was again brought up. The 
property-owners having failed to pay 
‘the expenses of proceedings, as pre- 
viously agreed, the report of the com- 
missioners on the opening of the 
street was approved by the Council on 
motion of Councilman Ashman. 

President Silver then announced the 
appointment of the following commit- 
tee to take charge of the city census: 
Councilmen Nickell, Toll and Hutchi- 
son. 

REDUCTION OF EMPLOYEES. 
A resolution was then introduced re- 


ing the number of employés of the city 
in the ends of economy. It was esti- 
mated that the proposed _ reduction 
would result in the saving of $4000 per 
month. 

An ordinance putting into effect the 
programme outlined in this resolution 
was at once introduced and put upon 
its passage. It was carried witheut a 
dissenting vote. 

The ordinance fixes the number and 
compensation of persons to be employed 
in the various departments of the city 
after April 1, as follows: 

In the City Clerk’s office, one chief 
deputy at $80 per month, one deputy at 
$75, one official stenographer at .$70 
and one copyist at $50. . 

In the City Auditor’s office, one book- 
keeper at $80 per month.

Councilman Nickell at- 
tempted to defer the election for one 
week, but was unsuccessful, Council- 
man Toll then nominated E. W. Church 
and Councilman Hutchinson, C. J. Dahl, 
for chief inspector. Church was elected. 
Councilman Hutchinson then nomi- 
nated Dahl for deputy boiler inspector 
and Councilman Grider, C. M. Little. 
Little was elected. 

MORE HOT TAMALES. 

The petition of restaurant and board- 
ing-house keepers was then presented, 
and a long debate, in spite of the late- 
ness of the ‘hour, ensued. Councilman 
Toll, after listening to logical, argu- 
ment on tthe part of the attorney for 
the tamale men, made an impassioned 
address on ‘the moral principles  in- 
volved in the controversy over what 
hours should be fixed for the appear- 
ance of the tamale men upon the 
streets. Nearly every Councilman de- 
livered himself of a speech on the sub- 
ject, and at length it was decided to 
establish 8 o’clock p.m. as the eartiest 
hour at which tamales and _ lunches 
could be sold under the law upon the 
streets.

POLICE COMMISSIONERS. 


Decide to Allow the Elite Saloon to 
Be Reopened. 

The Board of Police Commissioners 

met in regular session yesterday morn- 


ing in the committee-room of the 
Mayor’s office. 


City Attorney Dunn made a report on 
the demands of Police Officers Bates, 
Stephens and McKenzie. He stated as 
his opinion that, if the men had been 
injured while in service in the depart- 
ment, they must be paid out of the fund 
collected by assessing each officer $2 
per month on his salary. ‘The board ap- 
proved the February demands-of the 
three men, but deferred action on their 
March claims. 

A long, protest from the trustees and 
congregation of tthe First Baptist 
Church was filed against the changing 
of the location of Rogers & O’Connor’s 
saloon from No. 619 Broadway to the 
corner of Sixth street and Broadway. A 
number of the protestants appeared 
and stated their grievance. The board 
decided to lay the matter over. 

A long report was presented by Chief 
Glass in connection with the applica- 
tion of Alfred Desmaret’s application 
for the transfer of the saloon license at 
Nos. 719 and 740 North Alameda street, 
from Jeaw Rappert to himself. Chief 
Chief Glass reviewed the history of 
these saloons and recommended that the 
license of the Horseshoe saloon be re- 
voked. The board deferred action for 
one week. ky

“FINED FIFTY DOLLARS. 


WARD-HEELER PUNISHED FOR 
STRIKING A MINISTER. 


Sam K. Adams Pleaded Guilty to a 
Charge of Battery—Judge Smith 
Says What He Thinks About 
Ministerial Politicians. 


The case of the People against 
Sam K. Adams, appealed from the Jus- 
tice Court, came on regularly for trial 
yesterday morning before Superior 
Judge B. N. Smith in Department One. 
Adams was arrested on a charge of 
battery preferred by W. R. Bacon. 

Adams is a ward-heeler and peanut 
politician, and endeavored to ‘take his 
seat as a delegate in the Republican 
County Convention held in Music Hall 
last fall. Dr. C. C. McLean arose in the 
convention and told of a scheme of 
political chicanery. whereby Adams 
had been elected a delegate from his 
ward. In accordance: with Dr. Mc- 
Lean’s representations, the convention 
voted to unseat Adams as a delegate, 
and put McLean in his place. | 

After the adjournment Adams, who 
had been appointed sergeant-at-arms 
of the convention, walked up to Mc- 
Lean and assaulted. him, striking him 
in the face. -For this action jhe was for- 
cibly ejected from the hall, and in the 
evening session expelled from Turn 
Verein Hall, where the convention- was 
assembled, by a unanimous vote of the 
delegate. W. R. Bacon then swore out 
a warrant for Adams’s arrest on a 
charge of battery. He was tried before 
Justice Morrison, found guilty and sen- 
tenced to pay a fine of $100 and serve 
thirty days in jail. ee: 

From this sentence Adams appéaled, 
and Judge Smith granted him a new 
trial on the ground that the sentence 
was excessive. Yesterday when the 
case came up in Department One for 
trial, Adams’s attorney stated that he 
would withdraw Adams’s former plea of 
not guilty and plead guilty to the 
charge. He said that the plea mdde 
in the Justice Court was but nominal, 
and that no effort had been made in 
the former trial to dispute the fact 
that battery had been committed. 

Adams’s attorney asked for a light 
sentence, referring to a remark made 
by Bacon that a nominal fine would be 
satisfactory to him. Bacon admitted 
that he had said that a light sentence 
would be sufficient. Judge Smith then 


said: 
“In determining the case,. I would

do so irrespective of any statement 
from Dr. McLean.

“T would say this, however; if wan- 
tonly and unprovoked, a citizén should 
assault a minister of the gospel upon 
the street, in a house or in any place 
I would be inclined to punish him 
severely..

I think that delegates to a convention 
must take in their horns when it comes 
to personal violence. I think in that 
place they should restrain themselves. 
I merely suggest that because I want 
it distinctly understood that I desire 
to place my stamp of disapprobation 
upon anything of that kind in a con- 
vention. It is not right. 

“It is the judgment of the court 
that the defendant be sentenced to 
pay a fine of $50 or serve 25 days in 
the County Jail.” 

Adams was given a stay of execution 
‘until this morning, at the request of 
his attorney. - 


TO ANNUL A DEED. 


Jesse Hunter and Jane Elizabeth 
Milam Again in Court. j 


The trial’ of the case of Jesse Hunter | 


vs. Mrs. Jane Blizabeth Milam was 
commenced before Superior Judge M. 
T. Allen in Department Six yesterday. 
Hunter was a brother of Mrs. Craig anc 
a brother-in-law to John Craig. who 
was hanged for the murder of his wife 
and wife’s parents, | 

' The suit is to set aside a deéd to the 
lot on the east side of Broadway, be- 
tween second and Third streets, on 
which stands the old Jewish synagoge, 
now used as a biliard hall. The story 
of Hunter and Mrs. Milam, who was 
once his wife, is as follows: 

In 1858, Jane Elizabeth Tompkins 
lived with her parents in San Bernar- 
dino county. The Tompkins family had 
come to California from Utah, and were 
Mormons. They decided to return to 


“their former home, and the daughter 


was loth to accompany them. To es- 
cape going to Utah, she married Joseph 
Milam. She lived with him two weeks, 
but did not’gain her object, as her par- 
ents took her with them to their former 
home. Milam moved to Santa Cruz, 
and is said to still live there. 

Mrs. Milam remained in Utah but a 
few years, however, and in July, 1862, 
was married to Jesse Hunter by a Jus- 
tice of the Peace named J. D. Wood- 
worth. For twenty years they lived to- 
gether as man and wife. 
came very ill in 1878 and was not ex- 
peated to live. Whlieé sick in bed he 
deeded to his wife the lot over which 
this suit was brought, which had been 
inherited by Hunter from his father. 

In 1883, Mrs. Milam, then Mrs. Hun- 
ter, told Hunter that she had never 
been divorced from her first husband. 
Since that date they have never lived 
together as man and wife. Mrs. Hun- 
ter then brought suit for a decree di- 
vorcing her from Milam. She was 
granted the divorce in March, 1884. 
Hunter claims that he did not give the 
woman a deed to the property, but a 
life interest. He says she never claimed 
that he gave her a deed before 1892. 


-Mrs. Milam’s ‘contention is that her 


second marriage was a valid one. 

The divorce suit brought against Mrs. 
Milam by Hunter attracted considera- 
ble attention and was finally carried 
to the Supreme Court. The property 
is now valued at $50,000. The opening 
testimony yesterday was principally 
with reference to Hunter’s ill health at 
the time of the execution of the al- 
leged deed. Testimony was also intro- 
duced to show that Mrs. Milam had 
made admissions to the effect that her 
hold on the property was only a life 
interest, not a clear title. The trial

STRAW AND STUBBLE. 


Suit Over a Disputed Centract In- 
wolving Baled Straw. 


‘The suit brought by John Wolfskill 
against James Russell and Herman 
Wigman was on trial before Judge Van 
Dyke and _ six jurors in Department 
Four yesterday. Wolfskill wants. judg- 
ment for $125, which he alleges is the 
value of certain property belonging to 
him which Russell and Herman appro- 
priated to their own use, and $100 dam- 
ages for the unlawful detention of his 
property. 

This property is thirty-seven tons of 
baled straw, part of which was grown 
on the ranch San José de Buenos Ayres, 
and part on the Rancho Rodeo de las 
Aguas.

They were to 
grow a crop of grain on it and give him 
one-fourth of the grain in sacks in pay- 
ment for the rent of the land. He was 
also to have the straw and stubble. 

Russell and Wigman admit taking the 
straw, but claim they were entitled to 
it. They allege that the contract pro- 
vided that they were to give Wolfskill 
one-fourth of the crop only, and the 
straw and stubble were to belong to 
them. The case will be argued and 
submitted to the jury this morning.

A WOMAN’S CONFIDENCE. 


Mrs. Madeline Peckanhoff Tells How

Mrs. Peckanhoff was invited by Mrs, 
Ord to come to Ord’s house and get 
ready to go away. She did so, and 
.staid a month, Mrs. Ord helping her 
fix her clothing, etc., preparatory to 
her proposed trip. Finally Ord and 
the. credulous woman went to San 
Francisco. They found no“investment 
there that suited them and went from 
there to San Diego by steamer. Be- 
fore leaving the north, Ord had bor- 
rewed $300 of his compnnion, giving her 
his promissory note for the amount.

BANKING IN MEXICO. According 
to the statement of Matias Romero, 
Mexican Minister at Washington, less 
than one dozen banking institutions 
held a practical monopoly of the busi- 
ness up to about eight months agv. 
At that time the Mexican~ Congress 
passed a general banking law that es- 
tablishes .conditions under which indi- 
viduals or organizations may engage in 
banking; but this statute in no wise in- 
fringes on the existing rights of the 
National Bank of Mexico, the Mort- 
gage Bank of Mexico, and other fav- 
ored institutions. All these will doubt- 
less continue to operate as before, 
without the necessity of reorganizing 
under the new law. Since 1823, when an 
issue of paper money proved most dis- 
astrous to the country, the government 
of Mexico has never resorted to the 
use of paper currency, no matter what 
its financial necessities were. The com- 
paratively few banks that are author- 
ized to issue paper are obliged to pro- 
tect their notes to a great extent by a 
direct deposit of coin; and none of this 
money is legal-tender. On June 30, 
1896, the eleven institutions that have 
done practically all the banking busi- 
ness, held $40,904,268 in cash, with only 
$3,902,267 in uncovered notes, but on 
the same day, the covered-note circula- 
tion of the National Bank of Mexico 
alone, was in excess of $2,000,000, and 
presumably that of the other banks 
was in proportion. , This. uncovered note 
circulation represents, of course, the 
@mount of the bank paper that has 
been absorbed by the commercial com- 
munity in excess of the equivalent in 
eoin held by the issuing institution. 
The total circulation‘of the country, as 
calculated by Sefior Romero, is about 
$105,000,000, of which the banks hold 
about 36 per cent. in cash, 60 per cent. 
in cash being in private hands, and 
the remaining 4 per cent. in uncov- 
ered notes. The circulation being so 
largely in coin, exchanges form a very 
profitable feature of the banking busi- 
ness. _ 


COMMERCIAL. 


TRADE 
to the Commercial Bulletin, the recent 
shipment of 130 tons of assorted mer- 
chandise to Ensenada is not in the na- 
ture of an experiment. The goods were 
all sold prior to shipment, and the en- 
terprise is therefore an insured success. 

It is to be hoped that this first ship- 
ment will soon be followed by a good 
many more and larger ones, by the new 
line which has been established by the 
Pacific Coast Steamship Company. 


ONSUMPTION OF COPPER. It be- 
and more evident that the 
immense increase in the electrical busi- 
ness will result in a large and increas- 
ing demand for copper. Copper produc- 
tion in the United States for the first 
month of 1897 continued at a high rate, 
the total reported by John Stanton, 
statistician, being 17,637 long tons, an 
ihcrease of 2565 tons, or 17 per cent., 
over January, 1896. It is evident 
American mines have no intention of 
diminishing the output or of any re- 


‘duction in prices. The increase is ap- 


arently all taken up. European pro- 
for the month fell off slightly, 
the difference being 230 tons, or 35 per 
cent. The United States exports con- 
tinue large, the total for the month 
having been 9651 tons, a gain of 1483 
tons, or 18.1 per cent., over last year. 
The Engineering and Mining Journal 
says the increase in exports was thus 
even greater in proportion than that in 
production. 


SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA PETRO- 
LEUM FIELDS. Oil men in this sec- 
tion have been anxiously awaiting the 
publication of the bulletin on the petro- 
leum fields of the South, prepared by 
the State Mining Bureau. The trouble 
has been caused by the block in the 
State Printing Office consequent on the 
session of the Legislature. Matters are 
now, however, adjusting themselves so 
that in a few weeks the publication will 
be ready for distribution. 

Mr. Crawford, the State Mineralogist, 
has permitted the San Francisco 


Chronicle to make the following digest 
© of the work from W. L. Watts’s manu- 


script: 

“The bulletin will appear in four 
parts, each subdivided into chapters, 
and -will be illustrated by thirty-five 
diagrams and views. Its general scope 
will be a treatise on the oil and gas- 
yielding formation of Los Angeles, 
Santa Barbara and Ventura counties, 
and descriptions of the oil fields in Los 
Angeles county and city and in the 
Puente oil wells, the Sespe district and 
those north of Santa Paula in Ventura 


‘county, and in the Summerland oil 
field, and the petroleum-yielding forma- 


tions in the southeast corner of Santa’ 
Barbara county. | 
“Among the special subjects of the 
bulletin are pipe lines and tankage, oil 
tunnels, refineries in Los Angeles and 
Ventura, drilling macghinery, and the 
use of oil as a fuel in Los Angeles 
county. The author’s object is to place 
in tangible form the historical and sta- 
tistical facts relating to the petroleum 
industry in the three counties, and to 
describe as far as possible the geolog- 
ical horizon of the petroleum-bearing 
rocks, and the structural conditions un- 
der which valuable deposits have been 
accumulated. This latter portion of the 
work is the more important, as it has 


@ direct bearing on the other parts of 


the State, in which petroleum develop- 
ment is now under study or actual ex- 


periment. 


“Special emphasis is laid on 'the geo- 
logical horizon of the differeInt oil- 
yielding formations, for the reason that 
petroleum deposits are divided into 
two classes—the primary-and the sec- 
ondary deposits. The first of these is 
contained by the rocks in which the 
petroleum was formed or originally ac- 
cumulated. The second is formed when 
petroleum wanders from the strata in 
which it originally :accumulated, and’ 
finds a resting-place in other rocks un- 
der conditions which are favorable to

“Careful investigation has shown that 
the oil-yielding strata of primary de- 
posits have a definite position in the 
geological horizon to which they belong, 
and frequently the oii-yelding rocks 
can be traced from fold to fold, and 
mountain to mountain, wherever the 
characteristic rocks are exposed. The 


’ pecondary deposits are erratic and local. 


They consist of portions of rock satu- 
rated with petroleum, which, by means 


of fissures or other channels, have 
found their way from some primary. 
deposit.’’ 


“The evidence thus far gathe 
leads to the conclusions, first, that ie 
Oligocene formations of California 
contain a primary deposit of petroleum; 
that this deposit is found in the lower 
portion of a certain bed of dark-colored 
shales and in certain strata of sand- 
stone interstratifying and immediately 
underlying the shales; and second, that 
the eocene formations also contain pri- 
mary deposits of petroleum. 

“At Los Angeles the indications are 
that the oll-bearing strata penetrated 
by the welle at Second-street Park are 
‘of pliocene age. At the Puente oil field 
the character and position of the rocks 
indicate that the oijl-bearing strata 
penetrated by the Puente oil wells are 
much older than the pliocene forma- 
‘toms observed at the base of the 

nte hills. 

“in Ventura county the rock expos- 
ures are yery much more satisfactory 
than at Los Angeles or in the Puente 
hills, in the Sespe district the petro- 
leum-yielding rocks belong to two dif- 
ferent geological horizons. The forma-

these horizons consists mainly of dark- 
colored shales, traversed by thin strata 
of hard, bituminous limestone and by 
sandstone. The fossils obtained fromthis 
formation demonstrate that it was de- 
posited between the eocene and the 
miocene periods. This transition for- 
mation is penetrated by the oil wells 
at Tar Creek, Four Forks, Brownstone 
or the Los Angeles claim, and by the 
Kentucky wells. The rocks ‘penetrated 
by the oil wells at the southern bases 
of the Sulphur Mountains belong also 
to this geological horizon, and it is 
probable that the oil of the Silver 
Thread district has its source in the 
rocks of this age. 

*“The second or lower yielding hori- 
zon is distinctly of the eocene age, and 
is separated from the upper oil-yield- 
ing horizon by rocks which are several 
thousand feet in thickness. The rocks 
comprising this horizon consist of 
hard sandstones, a little conglomerate, 
and dark-colored shale. These eocene 
rocks can be traced westward from 
Sespe district to the Santa Ynez Moun- 
tains in Ventura county. In many 
places springs of heavy petroleum is- 
sue from them. The California Oil 
Company’s well in the Sespe district 
and two 250-feet wells in Echo Falls 
Cafion, north of the Silver Thread oil 
district, penetrate the hard eocene 
sandstones. The same formation is 
penetrated by the Santa Monica oil 
well, near Carpinteria, Santa Barbara 
county. 

“The prevailing structure of the rocks 
in the counties of Los Angeles, Santa 
Barbara and Ventura is that of 
closely-compressed anticlinical folds, 
and the compression has resulted in 
much crushing and fracturing fo the 
rocky strata.”

NEW YORK, March 30.—There was a nota- 
ble recovery of confidence and resumption of 
marked strength on the Stock Exchange today. 
The improvement of prices started in London 
and was reflected here at the opening, con- 
tinued all day. The main factor in the mar- 
ket was the subsidence of the fright over the 
possibility of a rate war which came in with 
the. announcement of the dissolution of the 
western traffic associations. The authorita- 
tive announcements that the schedule rates of 
those roads would be strictly enforced had a 
soothing effect on the nerves of security- 
holders. It is better understood in Wall 
street, where the dissolution of the western 
associations was at first regarded as pre- 
cipitate, that the members of those orgailan- 
tions were in some sort parties to the Trans- 
missouri suit, so that the decree of the court 
may make them liable, if they continue as 
members of similar organizations. The in- 
troduction of a bill in the Senate to authorize 
railroad pooling, subject to the approval of 
the Interstate Commerce Commission,. also 
adds to the strength of the market. The 
dealers in stocks, apparently feeling con- 
fidence in the possibility of the speedy pas- 
sage of the bill, the improvement extended 
pretty generally throughout the list, being 
especially. marked in the Grangers and the 
western roads: The bear element chose as a 
resource against this upward tendency an at- 
tack on New Jersey Central. The stock re- 
ceded 3%, to 82, and rallied a point. The 
bears systematically worked on the apprehen- 
sions of holders of all classes of securities 
as to the far-reaching effects of the Supreme 
Court’s decision, arguing that the plan of 
operation of nearly every corporation whose 
securities are dealt in would come within the 
scope of the decree. Tobacco lost 1%, but re- 
covery left it unchanged on the day. er 
Industrials fluctuated irregularly. The closing 
was strong and generally at the lowest prices 
of the day. The bond market responded read- 
ily to the better feeling evident in the secur- 
ity market, and the general market moved 
steadily upward, and sharp gains were regis- 
tered in the more prominent lines.

MONDAY NIGHT'S FROST. 


Slight Damage Probably Done to 
Deciduous Fruit. 

Monday night the mercury got a lit- 
tle too low for comfort . throughout 
Southern California, and there are in- 
dications that some damage has been 
done to the fruit crop, though it is not 
believed that any great loss has been 
experienced. The minimum tempera- 
ture, as recorded by Observer Frank- 
lin in this city, was 41 deg., but much 
lower figures are reported from some 
portions of the southern citrus belt. 
In some localities the mercury is re- 
ported to have gone below 30 deg., but 
it does not appear that the temperature 
got toa point todo damage to oranges 
anywhére in theState. The lemonsalong 
the foothills, as usual, escaped with no 
damage as far as can be ascertained, 
and it is, therefore, evident that if any 

was done it was confined to 
deciduous fruit, and probably to wal- 
nuts and apricots alone in the class. 

The fact that the mercury is alleged 
to have sunk to 22 deg. in some of the 
deciduous sections is taken as very 
conclusive evidence that some of the 
buds were killed, but as the trees were 
setting altogether too heavily, that is 
by no means evidence of damage, It 
is not certain that the buds were far 
enough advanced to be greatly dam- 
aged by that temperature, and reports 
from fruit-growers, eyen in the same 
section, are too conflicting to give any 
basis for forming an opinion as to the 
extent of the loss, if any, sustained. 
It may be several days before the exact 
conditions are ascertained. | 

The growers of deciduous fruits have 
naturally been rather nervous for 
some days, owing’ to the fact that this 
is near the anniversary of the freeze 
of last year, and the frost of Mon- 
day night was watched more closely 
than ordinarily, but it does not ap- 
pear that efforts were made anywhere 
to ward off the damage from deciduous 
orchards, as might have been very 
effectively done by raising the tempera- 
ture very slightly by smudging.
